ed by the American Agriculturist, in its 
tinal report, at 505,350,000 bushels grown 
on. 45,251,000 acres, as compared with a 
production last, year which, in the light of 
the season's movement, cannot have been 
less than 715,009,000 bushela. The aver- 
age yield per acre ia placed at 12.5 bushels. 
The winter wheat crop is estimated at 
297.000,000 bushels, with an average yield 
of 11 5 buehela per acre, while the spring 
wheat crop aggregated 2fi9,OOO.QOO bashvls, 
with an average yield of 13 7 bushels 
The average yield of oats is returned at 
30 4 buahels per acre, 2 5 bus els above 
tlmt of last year and an average higher 
than was ever before reported for the 
whole breadth 
The crop is estimated ut 


8K9,000,QOO bushels, against 799 000,000 
bushels in 1893 aud 814,000 000 bushels in 


1897.

A PRACTICAL QUESTION. 


WHETHER IT IS BEST TO LEAVE THE 


MANURE ON THE HEAP OR 


HAUL IT OUT. 


Without going so far as to say that 


oue hundred loads of green manure are 
the equivalent of sixty loads of rotten 
dung—there can b<« no two opinions 
among practical men of the great shrink' 
age as regards mere bulk which occurs 
iu average farmyard manure when 
drawn out from the homestead and 
stacked in an ordinary heap exposed to 
the action of the sun, wind, and rain. 
This waste of bulk will take place under 
whatever ci'cumstances the manure may 
be stored. Perhaps the most convincing 
proof of the waste which goes on in 
farmyard dung ia that supplied by the 
dung-heap itself. Many a heap which I 
have helped to put up from the daily 
cleansing of the cow-houses, etc., has 
been from seven feet to ten feet high, 
but has shrunk to about two-thirds its 
original height by the late autumn when 
the dung has been carted to the mead1 


ows. 
The chauge in the composition 


aud appenrauce of the heap has been 
most marked. When it was finished it 
contained a considerable quantity of 
soiled straw mixecl with solid and liquid 
excrement, but when carted away the 
sides, especially toward the bottom, 
somewhat resembled damson cheese, and 
could be cut with the spade as with a 
knife. .No better manure than this can 
be made, particularly when high feed- 
ing is the rule, and when cowshed, 
stable, and piggery all contribute their 
ahare to the common heap. The conten- 
tion that owing to the high price of 
labor and the reduction in bulk, the 
green manure ia to be preferred, scarce- 
ly, to my thinking, meets the caae, as it 
ie not always practicable to use manure 
in its green state. 
For instance, on 


many stock farms, principally grass 
holdings, more farmyard mauure is 
made in March aud April than in any 
two months which can be named. The 
horses are all in the stables ; the cow- 
sheds are full of dairy stock, yearlings 
and rearing calves; the piggery is fully 
equipped in readiness for the cheese- 
makiag season, and it may be some of 
the yards adjoining the homestead are 
being tenanted with ewes and lambs, 
Manure manufacture goes on, therefore., 
at a great pace. Now, bow can thisi 
green cluug be tnrned to immediate ac- 
count '( If we always had land available 
the case would be altered. I have not a 
doubt that the least possible waste iu 
fertilizing matter takes place iu those 
cases where the manure cart is daily 
at work, conveying tbe duug direct from 
the buildings to the land. Here there 
cau be no waste at all, for the manure 
quickly finds its way into the surface 
soil, and ia beyond the reach of wind, 
sun, or rain. But there ia more labor 
involved iu such a system than at first 
sight appears likely. 


With regard So the question as to which 


kind of manure is best for land aud the 
crops, no hard-and-fast rule can be laid 
down. 
Well-decayed manure—that is, 


what we call "spit-dung"—is the ripened 
article, and is therefore ready for action. 
Green manure, principally made up of 
strawy matter, baa to pass through this 
ripening process before it can achieve 
similar results. But this is oalv oue side 
ot the question. Some land ia beuefitted 
by dressings of long iluug, clay soils, for 
instance, being openeci up considerably 
it manured iu this way in the autumn. 
Sandy soils, on tbe other hand would be 
injured by such treatment, as they 
would be rendered leas able to retain 
tbeir moisture than before; and thus 
they are best managed when the manure 
is put, on in its ripened form. As to the 
requirements of the crops themselves, it 
m'ay generally be held that the riper the 
manure is tl\e batter, as its effect will be 
the more quickly felt.—.farm and Home 
(A'm/.) 


AN" inferior steer must be kept four or 


five years and then bring not more thau 
$28, while a 3-year-old steer will bring 
$40, making a difference of $15 and sav- 
ing a year's feediug. Farmers who b 
lieve that it is the feed and not tbe 
breed which gives the results can aoon 
satisfy themselves by keeping two steers, 
one a pure-bred or grade Shorthorn and 
the other a scrub, giving both the same 
care as to food and shelter, aud using 
food liberally. The well-bred animal 
will increase almost twice aa rapidly asi 
tlie other. The food is certainly a very 
important factor, but the breed must go 
with the food if a protit on the food is 
desired. 


THE ashes of plants show a larger per- 


centage of Htne than any other mineral, 
thus demonstrating that lime is n very 
necessary ingredient in the soil. When 
phosphates are applied they carry lirn» 
to the soil, and the same is true of ashes. 
Lime also enters largely into the compo- 
sition of the bones of all animals, and 
the most rapid growth is made by those 
animals which are fed on foods rich iu 
lime, isuch as clover, bran and bay. 
Grain is deficient in lime. 


THE farmer sells fertilizers when be 


sells his crops, aud uuless ue 3uys the 
raw materials to replace those sent away 
from the farm the soil will be entirely 
devoid of plant food in time. Every 
crop sent away from the farm contains 
the fertilizing elements of the soil, 
whether in the form of meat, milk, grain 
or hay. No matter how mucu manure 
may be produced on the farm, the farmer 
who sells the products of bis farm is 
never free from dependence upon fer- 
tilizers. 
^___ 


WHILE milk absorbs odors in the sta- 


ble, yet the fact of cooling the milk does 
not prevent the absorpriou of odors or 
gases. It is well known that cold water 
abaorps gases, and milk if no exception. 
After the rnilk from the cows has been 
cooled It mast be kept in a cool place 
and the cans tightly closed.

FARM MACHINERY. 


IT PAYS TO TAKE GOOD CARE OF IT. 


It is a fact which cannot be denied 


that farm implements will laat much 
longer if frequently painted and if they 
are protected from wet weather and the 
scalding BUD as much as possible. 
The 


machinery will not only laat much longer 
but, as a rule, will do better work and 
will require less repairing at busy times, 
for if a machine is allowed to stand out 
in all kinds of weather there is more or 
less warping, shrinking and getting out 
of shape, causing bolts to more readily 
become rusty or drawn, which results in 
a great deal of breakage and loss, besides 
failing to do the work as properly as it 
would be done if the machine was kept 
in good order. All implements on the 
farm, from the hoe and corn knife to the 
harvester or header, may be housed and 
at very little expense. 
Most eastern 


farmers, in the older settled communi- 
ties, have large barns where they have 
more floor room than ia necessary after 
the bay and fodder are stored away, and 
this space may be utilized for plows, 
barrows, seeders and drills. In the west 
where barns are scarcer and smaller, It 
is not very expensive to build a large 
straw shed which will hold all the imple- 
ments and machinery used on the farm 
A shed of this Bind may be made by 
gutting three or four rows of two by six 
potts and placing timbers of tbe same 
size at the top for plates. Next cover 
over with cheap lumber and brusb, to- 
gether with a sufficient amount of straw 
to prevent any leakage. 
Build up a 


wall of straw at the sides, six or eight 
feet thick, except at the eaat side, which 
should be left open for tbe purpose of 
driving in. Part hay may teuaed in the 
bnildiug and will make it more durable 
A shed of this kind Is quite inexpensive 
and at the same time will adequately 
protect the implements from rain, snow 
and sun. 
Notwithstanding tbe ease 


with which good shelter may be obtain- 
ed, there are far too many costly ma- 
chines allowed to go to wreck for want 
of proper care. This is one of the leaks 
that prevents profitable farming in many 
localities in the great west, or at least, 
robs tbe farmer of much that he might 
enjoy as bis own.—Prairie farmer. 


THE profit from farming cornea in 


slowly, and several years may elapse be- 
fore tbe farmer !s aware that hia farm 
pays. This is due to the fact that fer- 
tility in the soil is cumulative, tbe results 
of tbe first year being but little, appar- 
ently, but every year thereafter the farm 
will increase in productive 
capacity. 


The system of farming practiced will al- 
so influence the future of the farm. 
Where stock is a specialty the results are 
nearly always excellent, and rotation of 
crops aid in giving profit, but tbe largest 
gain is w hen the farmer uses fertilizers 
liberally, and gives his attention to the 
preservation of the manure produced on 
the farm. 
_ 


IF several kinds of food are placed be- 


fore cows they will select the kind first 
that is most palatable, and when satisfied 
will reject a large poition, which may be 
wasted. When tbe foods are prepared 
and made more palatable by tbe addition 
of ground grain to hay, straw or fodder 
there will be less waste. During the 
winter the object should be to have the 
animals consume the least desirable 
foods as a matter of economy, and at the 
same time give other foods in connection 
therewith that will enable the animals to 
gain, as it should not be satisfactory to 
have them simply remain at the same 
weights. 


IT ia a remarkable fact that the far- 


mers are excellent patrons of those who 
sell Western young beef, and it seems 
that the beef used on the farms should 
be produced where it is consumed. In 
this section butchers are forced to sell 
Western beef because they cannot pro- 
cure a full supply of choice beef at all 
seasons of the year. While a farmer 
may not desire to slaughter a steer for 
his exclusive use, yet in a community it 
is possible that such matters can be ar- 
ranged. There In no necessity for the 
farmer selling his ducks, turkeys, geese 
and chickens at a low price arid paying 
higher prices for beef. 


IT requires about 15 degrees above 


zero to freeze an egg, as tbe egg is corn- 
postd of a solution of "salts" and other 
matter; but when storing eggs for fu- 
ture use the temperature is usually about 
40 degrees. Apples keep best In a cold 
place, at an even temperature—30 de- 
grees above zero, or just below the freez- 
ing point ot water, being suitable—but 
they should not be allowed to thaw if 
they become frozen if it cau be avoided. 
Changes ot temperature will injure ap- 
ples, and they are also easily damaged 
by too much warmth. 


THOSE who are fattening hogs on 


corn as an exclusive diet should try an 
experiment in feeding a variety. Take 
two lots of hogs, allowing one lot 
corn only and the other lot a variety, 
which may include corn, bran, scalded 
chopped clover, skim milk or ground 
oats. The hogs will grow much faster 
and increase more in weight on the mix- 
ed food than on corn, while the quality 
of the flesh will be improved and the 
cost per pound of pork will be less than 
if corn Is used exclusively. The reason 
is that a variety promotes digestion and 
is more "balanced" in the elements re- 
quired by the animals. 


IT ia estimated that a bushel of corn 


will produce 14 pounds of pork and a 
bushel ot wheat 17 pounds. At present 
good hogs bring $4.50 per 100 pounds 
wholesale, which gives more than the 
market price of corn and wheat, the ma- 
nure being an important item. About 
25 pounds of cornmeal will equal 100 
pounds of skim milk (afler tbe butter Is 
aold), hence, if cornmeal ia worth $1 per 
100 pounds, the akim milk is worth 25 
cents per 100 pounds, which can be ltd 
,o advantage to pigs and becomes more 
valuable tbr.ongh.ita nae in that direction
